Professor Bakhmetleff, of Moszow 
University, has proved that animals 
may be frozen allve and then resus- 
citated without the slightest harm. 
The first experiments were made 


| with cold-blooded animals and insects. 


Butterflies were enclosed in a vessel 
containing air at a temperature of min- 
us 23 degrees centigrade. The body 
fluids {immediately froze hard, all vital 
actions ceased, and in ordinary phr >- 
eology, th. butterflies were frozen to 
death, 

Professor Bakhmetieff soon discov- 
ered, however, that by slow and care- 
ful warming they could be restored to 
life at any time before the body tem- 
perature had fallen beiow minus 10 de- 
grees centigrade. Further tes 
showed that when the resuscitation 
process was begun at a body temper- 
ature of minus 4 1-2 degrees centigrad» 
recovery was quickest and most com- 
plete, 

The next stage was tle repetition 
of the experiment on warm-blooded 
animals and cn mammals. Two hun- 
dred tests in all were made and ..ear- 
ly all suceseded. Bats were refrig- 
erated and kept dead for many weeks, 
and then completely restored.

Brigandace In Northern Manchurla 
Commercial conditions in North 


Manchurla during the year 1912, have 
been far from satisfactory, says Mr. 
Mr. A, E. Eastes, the British Acting 
Consul at Harbin, in his report for 
1912. Even at this great distance from

Most children know instinctively

have hit upon a plan to teach chil- 
dren to read by the new and efficient 
method of sound reading, which elim- 
{nates the necessity of learning the A. 
B.C.'s. 

This new method Is recognized as 
one of the most important discoveries | 
in modern educational systems and 
bids fair soon to como into general 
| use. 
| The whole system of the 
j language is based upon sound, Hyery 
word spoken is made up of one or 
more distinct sounds. No one speaks 
without giving utterance to 
some of these sounds, When we say 
;cat we do not name the three letters, 
las cat, but we give the sound of c 
land at, blended together and get Cat. | 

The child by this new sound-reading 
method is taught to work out words by 
means of What ig known as the family 
jgroup. After learning the sounds of 
| the consonants the child takes up dif- 
ferent families, as the at, the an, and 
the ill familicsy and builds words as 
c-at, mat, m-at, mean, r-an, f-ill, r-ill, 
ete., adding little by little until a large 
vocabulary is acquired. Thig is the 
foundation of the new method of 
teaching known as the phonic method. 

The first Important thing for the 
child to learn is reading, In order that 
it may be able to gain information for 
itself. It is therefore of the greatest 
importance that the child be taught 
this as soon as possible. 

With the time-wasting alphabet, a 
child was considered somewhat of a 
| prodigy that could master the letters 
and thelr order at the age of five 
years. Many months were wasted by 
the children in having those 26 char-

|has been demonstrated by the new 
| phonie System that children can ac: 
| quire the ability to read in much less 


}and advancement Is much more rapld. 
| Sounds and not names of letters 
| should be mastered first, for words are 
only sounds or combination of sounds. 
[If the name of the letter is learned 
first, as under the old method, it inter- 
}fteres with the appreciation of the 
}sound element in the word and unne- 
cessarily complicates the process of 
learning to read, 

After the child has commenced to 
read and has acquired a vocabulary 
jand the ability to recognize certain 
| words, the names of the letters and 
|} spelling are introduced. The primary 
work, however, is to teach the child 
to read, and a knowledge of the alpha- 
‘bet is not necessary to accomplish 
this. 

By the phonie method the child {s 
taught to recognize the word and its 
lname as a whole. For instance, the 
word dog is recognized, taken in and 
absorbed by the child as one thing in 
\its entirety, instead of learning the 
three distinct characters of which the 
word is composed, It {3 just as easy 
tor the child to do this as to resort to 
the old, cumbersome method of pick- 
ing out the three separate characters, 

Many who are teaching reading by 
the old A BG method think that Is 
the best possible way, but the Modern 
| Progress League has shown by actual 
| practice that under the new plan chil- 
dren can be taught to read quite in- 
ltelligently without knowing a single 
letier by name. 

One of the advocates of this system 


was questioned as to whether this 
phonic reading would not tend to 
make the child a poor speller, He 


,said: I do not belleve the new meth- 
}od makes poor spellers. But I do 
think the old system of striking out 
the silent letters in words did affect 
the spelling. On the whole, T think 
children read and spell much better 
jand in a much shorted time when 
taught by the phonic system.

An Aerolite Fires a Village and Wipes 
it Out of Existence 

The recent torrific storms which 
swept over Spain has ylelded a large 
crop of weird stories.

Shortly after* noon there dropped 
from a cloudless sky a great ball cf 
fire. A ieafening series of detona-| 
tions Hike a thourand rifle shots re/ 
sounded through the atmosphere, and 
scattering tongues of flame in all dl- 
rections, the !.eavy mass buried itself 
in the earth, \ 

The surrounding country was set 
on fire, and within an hour nothing 
but blackened masses of smouldering, 
cinders remainea of farmhouses, hay- 
lofts and guthered crops of hay, wheat 
and olives. 

The whole population of Alcocer was | 
at the moment attending a requiem 
service in the church, some two miles | 
distant, But for that circumstance 
the loss of life would have been ter- 
rible. As it was five persons were 
seriously burnt, one of them succumb- 
{ng to his injuries the sam- evening. 

At the moment the acrolite fell at 
Alcocer a terrific thunderstorm, which | 
was accompanted by a rain of stones, | 
some tho sizo of ‘ranges end weighing 
nearly two pounds, burst over the 
neighboring villages © Benavites and 
Cuartil, 

The ground wus covered fn places 
tu a depth of five inches by these 
stones. A pungent odor of sulphur 
pervaded the locality for hours after 
the phenomenon.
